WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Now that Secretary 
Carlisle has taken action cn the bona 
question there is a feeling of relief 
among the treasury officialy, who have 
been viewing with uneasiness the in- 
vading of the gold reserve. The print- 
ing will be pushed rapidly, but the 
bonds can hardly be ready for delivery 
before February 1. 

Among the large crowd of callers 
on Secretary Carlisle today was a New 
Yorker who has come to announce per- 
sonally that he was willing to take 
the whole. $50,000,000 worth of bonds. 
The request for his name was refuse‘. 
The aggregate amount of offers re- 
ceived before the circular was ed 
was $40,000,000. All offers so far made 
have come from persons and firms in 
New York city. One-offer to take $100,- 
000 at 118 has been received. 

It is announced tonight that Secre- 
tary Carlisle would not make public 
the names of persons offering to take 
bonds, the amoynt subscribed for or 
the figure offered for them. To make 
public the figures would give late bid- 
ders an apportunity to offer better 
terms than those offered by earlier 
bidders. It is said unofficially that the 
' $50,000,000 offer was at the minimum of 
117.223, and it is said there is no likeli- } 
hood of the acceptance of this or any 
similar offer, as it is the Secretary‘s 
desire to make the loan a popular one,

The plates for the new bonds were 
made at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and were made this spring by 
order of ex-Secretary Foster in antic- 
ipation of an issue of bonds during 
his administration, but the plan for an 
issue was finally disapproved by Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

The new issue of bonds will be re- 
deemable in gold. Estimates made by 
national banks show that the national 
banks of New York city alone hdid 
more gold than the treasury of the 
United States, or rather, that it con- 
tains more free gold. In the figures 
given, go!d certificates are included in 
gold. The returns in some of the prin- 
cipal cities show: New York, $83,000,000; 
Baltimore, $1,979,000; Brooklyn, $450,000; 
Washington, $900,000: Cinciinati, $1,- 
200,000; New Orleans, $450,000; St. Louis,

Investigation Into Wednesday 
Night’s Hold-up. 


A Significant Point in the Location—Work 
of the Five Men—They are Sup- 
posed to Live in St. 

Joseph.

ST. JOSEPH, Jan. 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) A gang of five robbers, 
supposéd to be the same men who 
tobbed thie fast train on the Burling- 
ton road here a week ago, held up the 
Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council 
Bluffs train at Roy’s Branch, two miles 
| north of this city, early this morning. 
The hold-up occurred on the same spot 
where, last September, a gang under- 
teok to hold up a train, but found the 
railroad officials had information of 
the fact, and had made up a dummy 
train loaded with officers; and, in the 
fight which resulted, two robbers were 
killed. 

In last night’s robbery a torpedo 
was exploded under the train and a 
red light was swung before it. When 
the train stopped, the engineer and 
fireman were covered with revolvers 
and marched back to the express-car, 
part of the gang meantime guarding 
the rest of the train and firing an oc- 
easional shot with a warning to the 
passengers not to put their heads out 
of the cars. When dertanded, the ex- 
press messenger opened the car door, 
and, while one robber covered the en- 
gineer, fireman, express messenger and 
baggageman with revolvers, making 
them stand in line with hands up inside 
the car, others went through the safe. 

This work completed, the trainmen 
were marched to the middle of the 
train, and the rebbers disanpeared in 
the willows beside the track. The 
train was brought back to this city, 
and the authorities were notified. No 
attempt was made to rob the passen- 
gers or mail car. The express car mes- 
senger says the robbers got nothing to 
speak of, as there was very little in 
the way of money or valuables in the 
safe. 

‘It is believed the robbers live im this 
city, and are now here. The police are 
shidowing several suspects. 

The superintendent of the Adams Ex- 
press Company said this afternoon that 
the amount secured by the robbers 
would not exceed $500. The officials of 
the road said the amount was nearer 
$50,000, as the train which was robbed 
always left, here with a full safe.

William Waterhouse of Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, brother of Henry Waterhouse of 
the provisional government, who re- 
turned from Honolulu with Minister 
Thurston, talked freely on the situa- 
tion in the islands at the time of his 
departure.

“The greatest excitement prevatied 
in Honolulu,” said Waterhouse, “when 
the Corwin arrived, and it seemed as 
if the revolution would be undertaken, 
The provisional government was ready 
to resist by force, and there is no ques- 
tion but that there would have been @ 
conflict if any attempt had been made 
to land marines. The animosity was 
not confined to the United States gov- 
ernment, but extends to any govern- 
ment that expects to undertake res- 
toration. Dole is fixed to fight to a 
finish for what he now’ holds.

The sea was breaking all around her, 
and it was found ‘necessary to abandon

and a number of the crew took one boat 
4&4 nd loaded it with several trunks con- 
tailing personal effects. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sepell went in the mate’s boat, leaving 
alle their baggage behind them. The 
mdfe’s boat drifted about all night in 
the rough sea, and at daybreak found 
themselves five miles from an siland. 
Sewell and two engineers did most of 
the rowing, and pulled for the island. 
rain had been falling nearly all the 
time, and the occupants of the boat 
suffered greaily. 

After several dangerous attempts to 
land through the breakers they finally 
reached shore. Sewell and his wife 
were without shoes and all the party 
had to’ walk a long distance before 
they found any signs of habitation. 
The finally came to native huts where 
they were given shelter, food and dry 
clothing. Here they also found the 
occupants of the captain’s boat with 
the exception of the captain and his 
child, who have lost their lives. Their 
boat had capsized while endeavoring to

Presi- 
dent Mason today told a representative 
of the Associated Press that the loss, 
no matter what it may be, will be 
shared in equal parts by each of the 
five men who have monetary interests 
in the undertaking.. 

‘‘We shall fight the men,’’ continued 
Mason, “ a week from today, and go 
down in our pockets and make up the 
difference between the receipts and dis- 
bursements, and then attend to Gov. 
Mitchell in a manner which will teach 
him that the laws are not formed in 
brains of arbitrary cranks.”’ 

It is admitted by members of the 
club today that a piece of ground be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the State, 
county or city officials has been se- 
lected on which the battle will take 
place.

THE INCOME TAX. 


Details of the Bill Elaborated by the Ways 
and leans Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The full text of the 
Internal Revenue Bill, including the 
income tax, has been agreed upon by 
the Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee. It is probable 
that. the measure will be submitted to 
the House tomorrow. As yet, the de- 
tails of the income tax have 
not been made public. The 
Associated Press is able, however, to 
give a very complete summary of the 
essential features of the tax as it will 
be submitted to the House. : 

The bill provides that the income tax 

shall go into effect on January 1, 1895. 
and the first collections on incomes 
shall be made on July “5, 1895. 
All classes of incomes are included in 
the measure, and the uniform rate of 
a 2-per-cent. tax on incomes over $4000 
is fixed. It ¥s made obligatory on all 
persons receiving individual incomes of 
over $3500 to make a return to the 
local collector of internal revenue. 
These returns are gone over by the 
revenue collector and a tax list is made 
up of those whose incomes exceed 
$4000. 
No tax is levied on those making re- 
turns of above $3500 and under $4000, 
but the committee deemed it expedient 
to leave a margin of $500 below the 
exemption point in order that the re- 
turns might be sure of all subject to 
a tax. 

in case*a person having an income 
over $3500 fails to make return it be- 
comes the duty of the revenue assessor 
to make inquiry as to the amount of 
the person’s income. If the examina- 
tion discloses that the income is above 
$4000 the person is subjected to twice 
the ordinary tax and a party failing to 
make retu is deemed guilty of a 
criminal offense and made subject to 
fine and imprisonment. The main pun 
pose in framing the above. provisions 
have been to avojd inquisitorial opera- 
tion of the law. The committee be- 
lieves it will do away with the neces- 
sity of having assessors prying into 
the private business of people unless 
the latter have a taxable income and 
try to evade the law. It is estimated 
that not more than 85,000 persons will 
be subject to this tax, so that the gréat 
majority of citizens will not have to 
inake returns. 

Provision is also made by which no 
information can be made public as to 
the details of income reported by citi- 
zens. Any public or private person 
who divulges any part of the informa- 
tion concerning incomes is made the 
subject of criminal prosecution with a 
heavy fine and penalty. Particular 
provision is made for the collection of 
the income tax due on salaries. The 
individual receiving a salary does not 
pay tax, but it is made the duty of 
every government, State, county and 
municipal disbursing officer to retain 
2 per cent. of all salaries over the tax- 
able amount. This 2 per cent will be 
taken out of the salaries in bulk at 
the last payment of salary for the 
year. 

The tax upon, corporations includes 
every phase of corporate stock. This 
tax is general, and without the $4000 
exemption allowed on individual in- 
comes. It is provided that, including 
the tax on corporate stock, the cor- 
poration shall pay a tax and deduct 
the amount from the dividends of the 
stockholder. It is made the duty of 
each corporation, to take 2 per cent. of 
each annual corporate income from the 
amount set apart for the stockholders 
and pay the total to the internal rev- 
enue collector in the locality. Several 
penalties are provided for failure to 
make a proper reduction from the divi- 
dends of stockholders or for failure to 
make return to the revenue collector. 

The entire business of levying and 
collecting the income tax is placed in 
charge of the deputy commissioner of 
internal revenue. The different rev- 
enue districts are also provided with 
deputy collectors, who will especially 
manage the collection of the income 
tax. The measure, as also finally 
agreed upon, is a detailed elaboration 
of the plan for an income tax proposed 
some months ago by Representative 
of Missouri. 


NO AUTHORITY. 


The Sub-committee of the House Judiciary 

Committee Adopts Bailey’s Resolution. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The sub-committee of 
the Judiciary Committee of the House 
has ordered a favorable report on the 
resolution of Mr. Bailey, declaring that 
the Secretary of the Treasury has no 
authority to issue bonds. 

An attempt will be made at the meet- 
ing of the full committee tomorrow to 
secure immediate action on the sub- 
committee's report. In any case, how- 
ever, the House cannot act on it till 
the tariff bill is acted on. 


REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 


The Federal Election and Territorial Admis- 
sion Bills Discussed. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Republican 6en- 
atorial caucus was held today, and 
was quite generally attended.

Elwood Furnass Elected President—Secretary 
Morton Roasted. — 

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Farmers’ Alliance 
today adopted a resolution favoring a 
regular and equitable distribution in 
the monetary system; the prvhibitfon 
of alien ownership; naturalization; 
means of transportation and commuuai- 
cation and election of ‘the President, 
Vice-President, United States Senators 
and postmasters by popular vote. The 
resolutions further demand the right 
of franchies be exercised without re- 
fard to sex, and that there should be 
equal pay for equal work. The pas- 
sage of the Hatch-Washburn anti-op- 
tion bill and strict legislation against 
adulteration of food products are also 
favored as was Senator Hills bill giv- 
ing the States power to tax goeds in 
their original packages. 

Secretary of “Agriculture Morton

ASSAULT TO MURDER 


The Charge Against S. P. 
| Richards. 


An Alleged Hamer Burglar Now 
on Trial. 


Believed to Be the Man Who Shot 
Lennon. 


Identified by a Peculierity in His Walk— 
Jurors fer Department One—General 
Court Notes—New 

Suits. 


S. P. Richards, a magnificent speci- 
men of athletic manhood, appeared be- 
fore Judge Smith and a jury in De- 
partment One yesterday to answer to 
the charge of having assaulted Officer 
John Lennoa with intent to commit 
murder on September 21 last. 

Deputy District Attorney Conkling 
conducted the case for the prosecutio: 
and Walter Farrell, Esq., represent 
the defendant. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were W. M. Allison, F. Cobb, 8S. EB. 
Chase, H. M. Dakin, C. J. Fallon, H. 
Fuller, W. Gillett, A. Gundlach, 8. R. 
ibbotson, P. P. Kiefer, W. Maly and C, 
BE. J. White. 

During the day’s session the follow- 
ing witnesses were called and exam- 
ined on behalf of the prosecution: 
Mrs. Kate Hamer, John M. Hamer. 
John Lennon, M. House, Mrs. B. Con- 
roy, W. Early, Jessie Moore, C. 8. 
Boone and Jackson Rice. 

The case against the defendant. 
which is purely one of circumstantial 
evidence, is substantially as follows: 

About 9:30 o'clock on the night of 
September 21 last a couple of masked 
men walked into Hamer’s grocery store 
cn the northwest corner of Main anc 
Fifteenth streets, and, while one of 
the pair held up Hamer and several ac- 
quaintances with a couple of six-shoot- 
ers, the other proceeded to -rifle the 
till behind the countcr. While they 
were thus engaged Mrs. Harner. en- 
tered the store from the rear, and, tak- 
ing the situation in at a glance, in 
spite of the threats of the unwelcome 
visitors, gave an by screaming 
at the top of her voice. Her screams 
attracted the attentiqn of Officer Len- 
non, who was strolling along his beat 
in the direction of the store on the op- 
posite side of the street, and he at once 
crossed over to invéstigate. Just as he 
reached the screen doors of the store 
one of the two marauders came out. 
and without a moment’s _hesitation. 
upon seeing Lennon’s star, opened fire 
upon him. The policeman backed away 
for a few feet, drawing his pistol from 
his hip-pocket as he did so, but mean- 
while the masked rébber fired a second 
shot, which took effect in Lennon’s leg, 
and took to his heels down Fifteenth 
street. The officer fired two shots a: 
him, one of which eaused the stranger 
to lurch as if struck, but at this junc- 
ture the other robber, a big man. 
backed out of the store, turned sharply 
round and also shot at Lennon, who re. 
turned his fire, but without effect, as 
the fellow followed the example and 
footsteps of his accomplice, and both 
escaped. Being unable to pursue the 
thieves on account of his wounded

Hiram Manvel, brother of the late 
Allen Manvel, formerly president of the 
Santa Fe railway system, is visiting 
California. Hiram Manvel is superin- 
tendent of a large cattle company in 
Montana. In an interview Wednesday 
with a representative of The Times, 
which took place in General Manager 
Wade's private car, en route to the 
Cajon Pass, Mr. Manvel guve some in- 
teresting facts touching his experience 
as a cattle rancher in the Northwest. 

His company formerly operated in 
Wyoming, but was constrained to leave 
that Territory in 1887 by the disastrous 
winter of 1886, and by the ‘“‘rustler”’ 
war which raged in that region about 
that time. 

‘The severe winter of 1886 caused an 
enormous mortality in the company’s 
herds, amounting to a loss of no less 
than 23,000 head of cattle, young and 
old. The disaster was caused by the 
herds having begun the winter in poor 
condition and by the tremendous snow- 
fall, the surface of which, having be- 
come frozen and crusted, could not be 
penetrated by the animals for the pur- 
pose of getting at the grass underneath. 

After this frightful disaster the com- 
pany’s men counted the surviving ani- 
mals and started with them for Mon- 
tana, and established new grazing 
ranchos in a favorable locality on a 
good stream of water. It is a country 
of hills and timber, with the finest 
growth of native grasses, Mr. Manvel

BUSINESS REVIEW. 


A Distinctly Improved Tone Since the New 
Year. 

Dun's Review, published by the R. G. 
Dun & Co. Mercantile Agency, for the 
week ending January 13, says: 

“Business distinctly improved 
since the new year came, and the gain 
is no longer visible only in speculative 
markets. It is the only kind of im- 
provement that has in it possibilities 
of lasting, because it is based upon 
actual increase in the production by 
industries. As all rejoice to see it, 
there is perhaps a little disposition +o 
reckon the gain greater than it is as 
yet, but several large establishments 
have started with part force, hoping 
to increase, and more smaller works 
have started than have stopped. Or- 
ders from dealers whose stocks ap- 
proach exhaustion form a prominent 
cause; another is the widely-prevalent 
impression that action at Washington 
will be more satisfactory than many 
have expected; and a belief that in any 
case the situation will not be changed 
until goods now in the works can be 
marketed has weight in some trades. 
Whatever the causes, even a moderate 
gain is mog® cheering. .. . 

“Bank clearings also indicate that no 
large gain has occurred as yet in the 
volume of business, being 21 per cent. 
smaller than a year ago. Money con- 
tinues to pour into this city, as it 
would not, if trade apprpoached nor- 
maP activity, and the*demand is soe 
narrow that loans are one- hundred 
millions below deposits. Foreign ex- 
change has risen 2 cents in a fortnight, 
and some look for gold exports again. 
Sales of stock turn the balance, though 
foreign houses are offerimg loans here 
on long time. The condition of the 
treasury Causes much remark, as the 
cash reserve is lower than ever, and 
New York banks have agreed to defer 
indefinitely demanding from the treasury 
about $5,000,000 due on mutilated cur- 
rency. Though the Secretary earnestly 
urges provision for the future, Congress 
has not yet touched the subject, and, 
With the great stock of gold here, the 
Situation is less serious than it would 
be otherwise. 

“Returns of sales published last week 
attract great interest as a more definite 
measure of the condition of various 
branches of business than has been ob- 
tained through other sources. Addi- 
tional returns, thirteen in number, in 
iron manufacturing, five in cotton, three 
in woolen and four large grocery con- 
cern’, which show an increase while other 
branches show decrease, make the ag- 
gregate of sales by 1148 concerns $219,- 
759,680 in the last half of 1893, against 
$315,299,346 in the last half of 1892; de- 
crease, 30.3 per cent. 

“Failures for the past week have 
been 474 in thé United States, against 
268 last year, and 57 in Canada, against 
20 last year. A few of some impor- 
tance are elsewhere noted. The liabili- 
ties of all firms failing for the first 
week ending January 4 were $5,672,544. 
‘On the next page will be found the 
final returns of failures in 1893, show- 
ing of commercial liabilities $346,779,- 
889, and including liabilities in banking 
and financial failures an aggregate of 
$557,778,697. The MHiabilities in 23422

WEATHER AND CROPs. 
The Regular Weekly Bu letin for Southern 


California. 
Following is the weekly weather crop 
bulletin of the Southern California 


Weather Service 
January 15: 

The weather during the past week was 
warmer than the previous week, during 
which the temperature ranged an unusu- 
ally long period below the averages for the 
season. While the week was warmer, 
yet the temperature showed a slight sea- 
sonal deficiency, except on the 12th, 
which was considerably warmer than the 
average. The deficiency in temperature 
was not sufficiently marked to be a - 
ciable. Clear weather, except at the close 
of the week, prevailed, with some drying 
easterly winds which took the surface 
moisture the soil quite freely. 
Early-sown grain is coming up in good 
shape. Plowing and seeding continues, 
and in some of the districts will be com. 
pleted by next week. Reports indicate 
that the damage by the late cold spell 
was not near so great as at first re- 
ported. The injury is now found to be 
slight, and confined to exposed localities. 
Detailed reports follow: 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: Windy 
weather has made the soil quite dry, re- 
tarding the growth of mountain feed and 
barley. Light frost on the 15th, but no 
general damage was done to citrus fruit 
or trees. 

Los Angeles county — Colegrove: The 
weather during the early part of the week 
was unusually cool, with light frosts in 
the early morning. The latter part was 
warm and pleasant. The frost did not 
damage anythi but the most tender 
vegetables, which are reported to have 
been nipped here and there throughout 
the valley. The damage is merely nom- 
inal, and will hardly affect the output of 
tomatoes, beans, etc. Verdugo: Farmers 
are busy plowing and seeding. Light frost 
formed the morning of the lith. Duarte: 
The week was clear and cool, with light 
frost on the 8th and 9th. But little dam- 
age was done by the cold wave of last 
week, and no oranges were frozen. (no. 
vine: The past week was very pleasant, 
with light east wind. It was warnier the 
latter part, with fog on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings. The damage from 
frost was slight, less than first supposed. 

San Bernardino county — Chino: The 
conditions have been perfect for planting 
trees and preparing the ground for gen- 
eral farm work. 

San Diego County—Escondido: Early 
grain is covering the hills and valleys 
with green. A large acreage is now be- 
ing sowed to grain. Frost did no dam- 
age, only leaves on the more exposed 
citrus trees being wilted. Valley Cen- 
ter: An east wind on Monday night dried 
the soil fast. Dry weather and cold 
nights retard the growth of vegetation. 
Barnardo: A strong east wind on the 9th 
dried the surface of the ground rapidly. 
Early-sown erain is up and _ growin 
finely, and seeding will be nearly end 
next week. Peach and apricot trees 
show an abundance of buds, and promise 
a large yield. San Diego city: rmers 
generally are at work breaking ground 
and sowing grain. Many new orange 
and lemon orchards will be planted this 
spring. Oranges of good quality are in

WAIVED HIS CLAIM. 


Ex-Policeman H. Glaze. 
‘Knocked Out. 


Eight Hours Constitutes a Legal, 
Day’s Work, | 


And He Was Not Compelied to Serve 
Longer. 


Having Done So and Accepted His Peay He 
Has ne Claim for Extra Time— 
Judge Shaw's De- 
cision. 


Judge Shaw yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of Henry Glaze vs. 
the city of Los Angeles, an appeal from 
the City Justice's court, ordering find- 
ings and judgment for the defendant 
therein, thereby reversing that of the 
lower court, in accordance with the 
following written opinion: 

“The plaintiff was appointed as a 
patrolman of the city of Los Angeles, 
on a salary, fixed by ordinance, of $70 
per month. He served eight months 
and ten days, and drew the fixed salary 
at the end of each month. He was 
assigned to duty as city jailer, and, 
during the whole of the time of his 
service, was required to be on, duty 
twelve hours each day. He objected 
to serving more than eight hours per 
day, but did not refuse to do so, nor 
did he, while he continued to serve, 
present any claim for the extra time. 

“After he was discharged, and had 
been paid the salary fixed by ordinance, 
he presented a claim for the extra time 
of four hours each day, during the en- 
tire period of service. The claim was 
rejected by the City Council, and “he 
now brings this action to recover the 
value of the extra services. 

“Section 3245 of the Political Code 
declares that eight hours’ labor consti- 
tutes a legal day’s work in all cases 
where the same is performed by the 
authority of any municipal corporation, 
and that a stipulation to that effect 
must be made a part of all contracts to 
which a municipal corporation is a 
party. It has been held that the law 
itself is a part of the contract; and 
that where such clause is omitted the 
contract should nevertheless be read 
as if it was specially stated therein that 
eight hours’ labor should be considered 
a day’s work. (In re Stow., 98 Cal., 590, 
concurring opinion of De Haven, J.) 

“It is evident, therefore, that the 
plaintiff wae not compelled to serve 
for twelve hours each day; that after 
he had been on duty eight hours a day, 
ne might have refused to remain longer, 
until the next day, and the city would 
have had no cause of complaint under 

“The plaintiff claims thatthe case 
is a simple one where one party has 
performed labor at the request of an- 
other, without special contract as to 
wages, and that the law will imply a 
promise to pay as wages the reason- 
able value of the services. If the case 
were as just stated there would be no 
doubt of the defendant's liability. But 
I do not think that the evidence justi- 
fies the conclusion claimed: by the 
plaintiff. 

“It is oaunite plain that when the 
plaintiff was required by his supertor 
officer to remain on duty twelve hours 
each day, it was not wnderstood by 
either of the parties that the officer 
was making a request on behalf of 
the city that the plaintiff? should 
do extra wo not covered by the con- 
tract. The natural inference from the 
evidence is to the contrary, er 
that the officer was requiring plainti 
to serve twelve hours per day in fulfill- 
ment of his contract, as he und 
it: that it was required as a matter 
of right under the employment, and not 
as a request for the extra work. The 
plaintiff, it is true, objected to the ex- 
tra hours, but nevertheless yielded to 
the orders, and there is no evidence to 
indicate that at the time he did so, or 
at any time during his service he gave 
the officer to understand that he 
claimed to be remaining the extra 
hours as time ,outside of his employ- 
ment, and to BH compensated by extra 


y. 

“after he had thus served for over 
eight months and regularly drawn his 
salay, as fixed by the contract of em- 
ployment, without any intimation that 
he was intending to charge for the 
extra time, I think that, under the cir- 
cumstances, his objections to the extra 
time of service should be considered as 
waived. The services for the extra 
four hours must be considered in the 
same light as if they were rendered 
voluntarily. and for such service, it is 
well settled, there is no implied obliga- 
tion to pay. A promise to pay for serv- 
ices can be implied only where the 
facts authorize an inference that the 
work would not have been done with- 
out such promise. (McCarthy vs. 
Mayor, 9% N. Y. 1, Brooks vs. Cotton, 
2, Am. Rep. 172.) 

“The plaintiff argues that he was, by 
the circumstances, practically com- 
pelled to remain; that he must have 
known that he would have been dis- 
charged if he had not served the extra 
hours, and that there is very little dif- 
ference between being compelled to do 
the extra work, and being compelled 
to give up his job if he refused to do it. 
The argument, even if true, is un- 
sound. It is equivalent to saying that 
if the employer refuses to keep the em- 
ployee on the terms asked by the em- 
ployee, and the latter, elther because 
he cannot get work elsewhere, or be- 
eause he wants the joh, proceeds with 
the work without securing any agree- 
ment from his employer such as he 
asked, may nevertheless compel the 
employer to pay his price, becayse he 
was compelled by the circumstances 
to have some employement. . Contracts 
are not made, and promises are not 
compulsion. Plaintiff was perfectly 
free to quit or refuse to work more 
implied by such means as that. But 
the facts stated do not constitute legal 
than eight hours. 

“Plaintiff's counsel, however, admits 
that there is no evidence that plaintiff 
would have been discharged, even if 
he had persisted in his objection and 
refused to work more than eight hours 
per day. So this argument hag no 
foundation in the evidence.”

CRITICISM AND FROST. 


One of our readers has handed us a 
topy of an Eastern paper containing 
the following editorial under the head 
of “The Frost in Southern California: 

“Southern California has become so 
extensive a fruit-growing country that 
no small portion of its prosperity de- 
pends upon the productive harvest of 
oranges, lemons, grapes, etc., and also 
upon a good market for the same. Frost 
is the direst enemy of the fruit culti- 
vator. A bitter frost does not occur in 
Central or Southern Florida oftener 
than once in ten or fifteen years, but 
Southern California is more liable to 
its visitation. The Southern California 
orange belt is at least two degrees 
further north than the orange plan- 
tations of Florida. Southern California 
was visited by a severe frost in 18931, 
which destroyed two-thirds of the 
orange crop and nearly all the lemons. 
During the night the temperature fell 
7 deg. below the freezing point. On 
Sunday ‘night, the sth of January, 
1893, the mercury dropped until it 
sank to 24 deg. above zero. Of course 
there will be conflicting reports as to 
the injury done to the orange crop. 
Some estimate that the damage will 
not exceed one-fourth and to the lem- 
ons one-half. But it should be remem- 
bered that frost not only destroys a 
certain number of oranges and. lemons, 
but it impairs the flavor and the quality 
of those left on the trees. So we fear 
that the destruction in Southern Cali- 
fornia will be serious. The grapes al- 
ways ripen there, and therefore that 
belt of Southern California is more 
properly a wine than an orange and 
lemon producing country. 

“We believe that there is no part of 
the United States which will compare 
with the Intlian River country in Flor- 
ida for the production of oranges. A 
‘freeze’ never occurs there, and the 
thin-skinned oranges which grow in 
that fortunate region are the best in 
the world: far superior to those from 
Sicily or Cuba. 

“California has become a great fruit- 
producing country and the energy and 
enterprise which its growers have ex- 
hibited are the more commendable be- 
cause the climate is more adverse than 
in Southern Florida.”’ 

We must expect to read plenty of 
this sort of thing in Eastern papers 
during the next few days. It is only

REPUBLICANS AND THE TARIFP. 


Referring to a statement that Mr. 
Carnegie expects the speedy passage 
of an acceptable tariff bill as a result 
of the co-oreretion of Republicans with 
Democrats in the House, a Wisconsin 
contemporary expresses a strong hcpe 
that this expectation will be disap. 
pointed. Our contemporary thinks that 
the simple duty of Republicans in the 
House and the Senate is to keep hands 
off; to vote, for the sake of the record, 
against a Democrat tariff and other 
Wemocratic measures when they shall 
be put upon their passage, but to do 
nothing whatever that shall lessen the 
volume of Democratic mistakes.

~~ "THE INCOME TAX. 

In their handling of the income tax 
question the Democrats in Congress 
remind one of the manner in which 
the liquor question is dealt with by 
village statesmen. The income tax 
scheme is being bandied from the 
Ways and Means Committee to the 
caucus and back again, but nobody 
seems to care to assunve any active re- 
sponsibility in pushing the objectionable 
measure through. As The Times has 
shown, this tax would in many cases 
fall heavily on people of moderate 
means as well as on the rich. Its 
worst feature, however, would be the 
diffculty in collecting it, and the 
temptation which it would hold out to 
perjury and fraud. An assessor can es- 
timate the value of a man’s property 
and need not take the owner's ward 
for it, but when it comes to a question 
of income-it is a very different matter. 
In many cases it would be impossible 
to arrive at a close estimate of a man’s 
income without the active co-opera- 
tion of the party chiefly interested. 
In case he should withhold that it 
would be necessary to institute a close 
investigation into a man’s personal af- 
fairs, which would certainly lead to 
much friction and discontent. 

The income tax is a system which 
properly belongs to a more or less 
despotic form of government, Even in 
such countries it is the most unpopular 
tax that is levied. It is safe to say 
that should such a tax be imposed in 
the United States it wdéuld go a long 
way to wreck the party which is re- 
sponsible for it, and soon would be re- 
moved from the statute books. 


THE CIGARE' TE HAbIT. 


The people of San Francisco are much 
stirred up at present over the question 
of cigarette smoking by children. An 
pausi-crgarerte league has been formed 
and strenuous efforts will be made to 
abate this evil, which is assuming such 
great proportions in all large cities. 
The City Council of Emporia, Kan., has 
‘passed an ordinance placing such a 
high license tax on cigarettes that their 
sale is effectually stopped in that city. 
It prohibits sales to children under 16 
years of age. Recent investigation 
showed that not only most boys but 
that a largé. nur of girls were ad- 
dicted to the habit. 

It would be well for Los Angeles to 
take this question into consideration 
also. The pernicious habit of cigarette

smoking, by boys is all too prevalent 
If something is not done to stamp out 
this vice throughout the country the 
hext generation of Americans will con- 
tain a large proportion of sickly, puny 
and undersized men. Cigarettes are 
bad enough for grown men, but when 
used by persons of immature age the 
damage which they do is far greater, 


would be satisfied with the action of 
Mr. Cleveland in shifting the settle- 
ment of Hawaiian matters upon Con- 
gress.

“Mr. Cleveland’s good intentions will 
not avail unless he is prepared to forci- 
bly dispossess the conspirators who 
gained power by the illegitimate use 
of the United States flag.”’ 

The English newspapers would like 
to impress upon our worthy President 
the value of a stiff backbone, and are 
evidently alarmed lest he should be 
able to disentangle himself from his al- 
liance with British interests in the mat- 
ter of destroying American influence 
and interests in the Hawaiian Islands. 
England, perhaps, does not fully under- 
stand that the American people are not 
in sympathy with their President's un- 
American’ policy, and object to his be- 
ing made a cat's paw any longer by 


their affectionate cousins across the 
water. As the Washington Star sug- 
gests: 


“Perhaps it might be a good thing 
for some of the legislators who are 
asking pertinent questions about Presi- 
dent Cleveland's Hawaiian policy to 
inquire whether the administration: has 
had any communication as to Hawaii 
with the government of Great Britain 
or any of Great Britain’s representa- 
tives.”’ 


The internal revenue Dill as agreed 
upon by the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee 
contains also the income tax provision. 
This~tax goes into effect January 
1895, and the first collections will be 
made six months later on July 1, 1895, 
when all persons possessed of an in- 
dividual revenue of over $4000 per an- 
num must pay their 2 cents on each 
dollars of excess. Any one failing to 
make a return to the local collector of 
his district is deemed guilty of a crim- 
inal offense, and will be given an op- 
portunity to cast up his profit and loss 
account on the inside of a jail. The 
luxury of a fine will also add to his 
pleasure in this alternative. It is esti- 
mated that not more than 85,000 persons 
will be subject to a tax on their in- 
comes, so that it is to a certain extent 
a badge of exclusiveness that may in 
time supersede the old ‘400 limit, 


\ having official recognition as it were. 


What a street-car company in a 
large city can do at its best is shown 
in the statement that during 1893 the 
Chicago City Railway Company’s South 
Side cars carried upward of 120,500,000 
passengers. The revenues were $60,- 
000,000 and the earnings $34,000,000. It 
would be a good idea for municipalities 
to always require a certain percéentage 
of receipts from street-car companies 
in granting franchises. Such pay- 
ments would go a long way toward 
paying the expenses of the munici- 
pality. There should, however, be an 
exception made in the earlier years of 
the operation of a street-car company, 
when it often does an unprofitable 
business in thinly settled territory, 
looking for its profits in later years 
as the population of the city increases. 


Chicago is to have a_ co-operative 
store, established on the lines of the 
celebrated Bon Marche of Paris. Chi- 
cago is nothing if she is not cosmopoli- 
tan in her ideas. The time may yet 
come when she will be the center of the 
business world. She has more rush and 
bustle and active business life than 
London, with her centuries of lif, and 
is the center of more lines of railway 
than the whole British Kingdom. She 
is more really a representative Ameri- 
can city than any other upon the con- 
tinent. 


“The Salvation Army of Chicago, like 
that of Los Angeles, is doing a grand 
work in relieving and searching out 
cases of destitution. The work which 
they are doing at present for the aid 
of suffering humanity distroying 
much of the prejudice which formerly 
existed against them. Their good 
deeds self-sacrificing generosity 
certainly entitle them to the respect 
of every one in the community. Chris- 
tlanity is action and not creed. 


The work of getting ready for the 
opening of the Midwinter Fair goes 
bravely on. The fatr-grounds are a 
scene of busy activity, such as it does 
one good to see these hard times. Hun- 
dreds of workingmen have reason to 
be thankful for work which could not 
have been obtained had it not been 
for the forthcoming exposition at 
Golden Gate Park. .

FEARS OF FOUL PLAY 


Another Mysterious Dis- 
appearance Reported. 


Clarence Stewart, a Riverside 
Merchant, is [lissing. 


Last Seen in This City Sunday at 
the Hollenbeck. 


When He Left the Hotel He Said It Was to 
Meet a Business Engagement— 
Nothing Since Heard 
of Him. 


Residents of Riverside are greatly 
excited over the disappearance of Clar- 
ence Stewart, of the hardware firm of 
Stewart & Lett, and one of the best- 
known business men of that place, 
who was last seen in this city last 
Sunday morning. 

It appears that Stewart left home 
Saturday, coming to Los Angeles with 
his daughter, Stella, who is attending 
school at Bellmont Hall, but who had 
been spending a few days’ vacation 
with her parents. 

After conducting the young lady to 
her school, Mr. Stewart went to the 
Hollenbeck, where he remained over 
night. The following morning, after 
breakfast, he went out, and in com- 
pany with his daughter, attended 
church. After service he placed Miss 
Stella aboard an electric car at the 
corner of Second and Broadway, telling 
her that he had an engagement in re- 
gard to a deal for some land, but that 
he expected to be through in time to 
return home on the train that even- 
ing. He then kissed her good-bye, and 
that is the last seen of Clarence Stew-,\ 
art by his friends up to date. 

It has been learned that he subse- 
quently went to the hotel and got his 
Overcoat, leaving his valise with the 
clerk with the remark that he would 
call for it later in the day, as he was 
then going out to look after a land 
deal. 

Where he went, and who were the 
parties with whom he had the engage- 
ment, are mysteries which his friends 
and the police are at present endeavor- 
ing to solve. He is supposed to have 
had money on his person to. the 
amount of $100, or perhaps $150, and it 
is feared that he has met with foul 
play. 

Mr. Stewart is a man of about 45 
years of age, 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
and weighing 170 pounds. His hair is 
light brown, and he is partially bald. 
He has, blue ¢yes, and with the excep- 
tion of a mustache, which is sandy, 
his face is smooth shaven. 

At the timé@ of his disappearance he 
wore a black suit, frock coat, light 
drab overcoat and a derby hat. At 
that time he was suffering with a 
large boil on the back of his neck, 
which would be likely to prove of im- 
portance as a means of identification. 
Some two weeks ago there were two 
strange men at Riverside, who spent 
some time making inquiries concerning 
the principal business men and their 
respective financial standing, Mr. Stew- 
art being among those in whom they 
seemed to have an interest. Before 
leaving Riverside Saturday, Stewart 
had a conversation with H. T. Hayes, 
cashier of the Orange-growers’ Bank, 
to whom he stated that one of the ob- 
jects of his trip to Los Angeles was 
business connected with property mat- 
ters, and further added that he would 
be back in time to see him (Hayes) at 
the bank Tuesday.

Stewart was at that time selected as 
the victim of a gang of confidence 
operators. 

Stewart is well known as a man of 
exceptionally good habits, is a member 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and also of Riverside Lodge No. 282, 
1.0.0.F., and of Sunnyside Lodge Nao 
112, K. of P. ; 

His family consists, besides his wife, 
of two children, the girl Stella and a 
sixteen-year-old son, Harry. He is a 
brother of Richard Stewart of San 
Bernardino, who, together with several 
other gentlemen from Riverside, was 
in this city yesterday looking after 
clews regarding his whereabouts. 

Financially Stewart is one of the solid 
men of Riverside, the stock of goods in 
which he has half interest being quoted 
at $35,000, while he has a ranch of 155 
acres at West Riverside and consider- 
able town property, both improved and 
unimproved; his total assets unin- 
ae property footing up $50,000 or 

The following was _ received from 
Riverside last evening: 

“Clarence Stewart does not drink, 
nor gamble, is very kind towards his 
family and there could not be any rea- 
son had for leaving it. 
Angeles. or any other place, and he 
could not get home at the time ex- 
pected, he always wired to that effect. 
If he were in Los Angeles and should 
be called by press of business to San 
Francisco, he always wired to that 
effect. He was well-to-do and very de- 
voted to his family. It is thought that 
he had considerable money with him. 

“Mrs. Stewart is almost distracted 
over her husband's disappearance. He 
was very honorable in all his dealings, 
kind and considerate toward his fam- 
ily, and an exemplary man in all ways. 
His business seems to be in a good 
state.’’ 

The following Associated Press dis- 
patch was also received: 

“This community is greatly exercised 
over the disappearance of Clarence 
Stewart, one of the most prominent 
business men of the city. Mr. Stewart 
left the city for Los Angeles Saturday, 
intending to return by Monday at the 
latest, but up to the present time he 
has not returned, and his friends fear 
that he has met with foul play. Dili- 
gent search has been made for the 
missing man, but without avail, and 
the officers of Los Angeles were noti- 
fied of the disappearance Tuesday, 
since which time detectives have been 
at work. Officrs from this city are also 
out searching, but without success. 
The last seen of the missing man was 
Sunday afternoon at the Hollenbeck 
Hotel in Los Angeles, when he was 
handed a note by the clerk of the 
house, after reading which he hurriedly 
left the house. A gripsack belonging 
to the missing man is still at the Hollén- 
beck.

A SHORT SESSION. 


Work Done at the Adjourn-d 
Meeting of the Council. 


Demands for the Payment of the Wages of 
the Unemployed Passed—A Plan 
by Which More Men May 
Be Put to Work. 


The adjourned meeting of the City 
Council was not called to order yester- 
day afternoon until nearly 2:30 o’clock, 
there being present at that time Coun- 
cilmen Teed, Pessell, Nickell, Campbell, 
Innes, Rhodes and Strohm. But little 
more than pending routine matters 
were transacted, when an adjournment 
was finally taken until today. 

The first business taken up was the 
passage of demands for the payment 
of the wages of the first gang of the 
unemployed, who were relieved yes- 
terday morning. 

Councilman Teed called attention to 
an article appearing in a morning. pa- 
per calling attention to the alleged 
allowance of $8000 made for extra tim- 
bers on the outfail sewer. The Coun- 
cilman offered a resolution on the sub- 
ject, in which it was suggested that 


the matter be referred to the Sewer 
Committee. 
Councilman Nickell said that he 


-knew of no such allowance, and would 


be only too glad to see the matter in- 
vestigated. The resolutions were 
passed. 

Councilman ‘Nickell moved, and it 
was ordered, that the Auditor be in- 
struced to transfer $2000 from the cash 
fund to the employment fund. 4 

The Finance Committee reported on 
several demands, which were approved. 

A motion 6f Councilman Pessell, that 
preliminary steps be taken to open 
Wall street, between East Pico and 
Third streets, was referred to the Cits 
Attorney. 

Councilman Strohm arose to speak 
on the subject of the unemployed. 
‘He believed that the men had better 
be put to work at $1 per day instead of 
$2, for the redson that the latter sum 
was more than the men were receiving 
from contractors and others. The mo- 
tion was, precisely: ‘‘That all of the 
worthy unemployed men, whether mar- 
ried or single, who have been in the 
city for a period of six months, be put 
to work at $1 per day.” 

Councilman Innes moved as an 
amendment that the matter be re- 
ferred to the Labor Commission for re- 
port on Monday. 

Councilman Nickell, of the First 
Ward, thought it would be a great 
deal better to refer the whole matter 
to a special committee, to report to the 
Council today at 10 o’clock. 

A motion to this effect, with the 

amendment that that committee con-. 
ae) of the Labor Commission, was car-— 
ried. 
The Finance Committee, not being 
ready to report on the matter of city 
printing, the Council adjourned, to 
meet this morning at 10 o'clock.

Some Counties are in Debt to the 
Corporation. 


Receivership Accounts of the Santa 
Fe System, 


A Pass Fraud at Large—Excursions That are 
Conting—General. and Local 
Raitroad Notes—Scrap 
Heap. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of the 
l7th says: “An unadjusted but a close 
estimate of the amounts reassessed to 
the various companies controlled by the 
Southern Pacific in this State makes 
the sum $2,251,040, The amounts here- 
tofore paid by the various companies 
on that estimate, which would be liter- 
alty the first installment, aggregate 
$1,740,380, leaving a balance of $510,660 
unpaid. ‘These figures may be changed 
slightly on the final payment, but if 
changes are made they will be insig- 
nificant im amount. It has taken a long 
time to reach so close an adjustment, 
owing .to the laxity of method in the 
keeping of the books certhin of the 
counties, In some instances the coun- 
ty’s figdres differed widely from those 
of the Southern Pacific, and State Con- 
troller Colgan has been forced to make 
a number of trips to various county 
seats to assure himself of the correct- 
ness of the figures of the railway com- 
pany ‘as vouched for in their receipts. 
The work has now been nearly com- 
pleted, and the railroad company will 
be enabled shortly to ascertain the ex+ 
act balance due, and to pay it, thus 
settling the vexed question of the re- 
assessment, which caused so Many con- 
troversies in times past.” 

On this same subject the Bulletin of 
the same date has some pertinent re- 
marks, as follows: 

‘“'There has been little said since the 
passage of the Seawell Reassessment 
Bill last’ March on the subject of the 
railroad taxes. The railroad company 
has been singularly silent about letting 
the State know how virtuous it has 
become and that it has ‘settled finally 
last month all of its back taxes, except- 
ing for the years 1886, 1887 and 1888, 
which are now in litigation. One of 
these years was decided against the 
railroad by Judge Hebbard and is now 
before the Supreme Court: The other 
two years are awaiting final action by 
the same body. 

‘When one stops to consider, this 
action of the railroad is almost unprece- 
dented, and hence there must be good 
reasons in their not endeavoring to 
— or quibble over this particular 

. 

“The explanation is found in the 
credited remark of Stephen P. Gage 
who managed the railroad fight: ‘You 
will never live long enough to see that 
thing done again. We fooled ’em all.’ 
This solves the whole mystery. The 
railroad succeeded in passing the bill 
wanted under. the guise of an anti- 
railroad measure. The way this bill 
has worked has been to bring many of 
. the coupties into debt to the railroad. 
$4288; San 


Joaquin, $1373; Colusa, ; 
mento, $2762; Contra Costa, $2256. That 
these counties are exceedingly angry is 
ea mild expression. Squirm as they 
please they cannot get out’ of the 
clutches of the railroad. The railroad 
paid its taxes in December at the office 
of the State Controller. In the re- 
assessment under the terms of the Sea- 
well law the State Board of Equaliza- 
Pe found that the railroad company 

a4 paid too much in 1880, 1881, 1882 
nnd 1883, and that the over-amounts 
then paid should be credited on the 
years following. This made it decidedly 
easy work for the railroad company, 
und the various counties that have been 
atpins wealth when these taxes 
should bé paid find themselves as poor 
pr aad than ever. 

“Why this should be so is simple, 
Under the Seawell bill the State and 
county. officials were required to assess 
and equalize for each year back to 1879 
nll taxes which were illegal or which 
might .be, declared so. The rates of 
the taxes that were to be paid were 
to be those of the respective years for 
which the assessments were made. 
Now the State Board of Equalization 
has decided to its own satisfaction 
that.the property of the SoutHern Pa- 
tific has decidedly depreciated. The 
assessment valuation of $29,000 a mile 
jn 1882 has dropped to $6000 per mile in 
me -.instances this year. Under the 
Beawell law the valuation of this year 
je taken as the basis of the valuation 
pf each of the years of the reassess- 
ment. This explains how happy the 
railroad is that the State and coun- 
ties are its debtors instead of vice 
versa. 

“The railroad further states that 
the question is settled and forever, and 
that it cannot ever come before the 
Legislature again. The people are ask- 
ing how, with a violent anti-railroad 
Assembly, the railroad ..ceuld have 
played so neat a trick. When the Leg- 
islature opened Shanahan introduced 
his reassessment bill, which passed the 
‘Assembly. When it reacaesd the rail- 
road Senate it was sent to the Corpor- 
ations Committee of Which Carpenter 
@ railroad attorney, was chairman:

‘Had the Carpenter bill been 
passed as amended,’ says attorney 
Cross, ‘the State would have received a 
much larger amount from the railroad | 
company. The loss was occasioned by 
going back to the years 1881-82-83, when | 
the railroad company made very large 
payments. 

“An interesting finale to this question 
ts the existing discrepancy between the 
amount of taxes which the railroad 
claims to have paid and the counties 
claim to have received. During the lit- ' 
igation the District’ Attorney was the 
officer who received the rail money. 
Creed Haymond, who attended to these 
. matters, had a way of authorizing the 
railroad disbursing officer to pay the 
District Attorney $10,000 or $20,000, as 
the case might be. Sometimes the 
District Attorney in turning the mon- 
eys so obtained into the county treas- 
ury failed to specify the amount he. 
had deducted for fees and expenses. 
This and ‘the absence of some of the 
vouchers which ought to be in the 
hands of the railroad company leave 
the condition of the railroad tax ac- 
counts in a very tangled condition, as 


far as some of the counties are con- 
cerned.”’

By a 
circular, Assistant General Manager 
Curtis notifies all concerned that the 
fellow it no relative of his, is entitled 
to no favors on his account, and, con- 
sequently, must be a fraud.

A car leaves tonight loaded with ma- 
terial for the Midwinter Fair, The 
contents are the relief map of Los An- 
geles county, the model orange orchard, 
the majority of the pictures for the 
art departnient, together with citrus. 
fruit and sundries. The relief map, 
which is the first of the kind ever made 
of this county, is 10x15 feet, and was 
made from the government contour 
map. It shows all the principal towns, 
watersheds, railway systems and all in- 
teresting railway features of the county, 
It is a perfect birdseye view of the 
county, and is the best means of famil- 
jarizing both natives, as well as 
strangers, with the lay of the land. 
The man was made by Fred J. Behre, 
and under the supervision of the fol- 
lowing Special Committee, appointed 
by the General Committee of the 
county: Capt. George J. Ainsworth, C. 
H. Keyes and C. D. Willard. 

The model orange orchard, which is 
almost perfect, is the work of N.,. H. 
Hosmer of Sierra Madre and U. 8. G. 
Todd of Monrovia. It represents an 
ideal Southern California home, with 
the cozy cottage, entranced with euca- 
lyptus and pepper trees. An orange 
orchard in full bloom is shown, ‘but *the 
principal feature of the model is the 
representation of the different systems 
of irrigations, vs. furrows, ollas and 
flooding. The ollas are round the trees 
and communicate with the furrows. At 
the lower end of the ranch is an al- 
falfa field, which is irrigated by the 
flooding system. By the side of the field 
is a plot, not set to trees, but in process 
‘of cultivation by means of the furrows. 
A reservoir by the house will supply 
the water, which will be kept running 
constantly.

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ELY PURE 
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Something About the San Pedro 
Fish Cannery. 


An Industry Which Will Not Only Keep 
Money at Home. but Bring Thou- 
sands of Dollars from 
Abroad. 


Mention has heretofore been made 
of the San Pedro fish cannery. The en- 
terprise is héW, and to a certain extent 
is yet untried, but sufficient advantages 
have now been demonstarated to exist 
to show that the Southern Pacific 
Coast has the elements for creating a 
profitable industry in the line of fish- 
eries and fish packing. 

J. H. Lapham is president, A. P. 
Halfhiil vice-president, R. D. Wade sec- 
retary and treasurer, and W. 8. 
Spencer superintendent of the Cali- 
fornia Fish Company, whose packing 
plant occupies a place on the Terminal 
wharf at East San Pedro. The com- 
pany is a Los Angeles corporation. It 
is the outgrowth of a business estab- 
lished three years ago by W. &S.>* 


of the company. Mr. Spencer is from 
New York and came West to experi- 
ment with the possibilities in the fish 
line offered by the products of the 
Pacific. After a careful investigation 
of the fish to be had along this coast, 
and acquaintance with them through 


Halfhill & Spencer, made its first start 
as packers by erecting a plant for salt- 
ing mackerel. Two years ago it put up 
a building 25x60 feet in dimensions, 
which is now a part of the cannery. 
In this about 2000 barrels of mackerel 


were saited and prepared for market ] 


during the year following its construc- 
tion. 

A year kater the California Fish Com- 
pany was incorporated for the purpose 
of extending the packing Dusiness to 
include other fish and embrace a much 
greater variety of output. With every- 
thing to be developed it was only a 
couple of months ago that active opera- 
tions were begun, but they have to 
this time been very satisfactory to the 
promotors. 

The present plant includes the build- 
ing already mentioned, to which has 
been added a structure, two stories 
high, 50x150 feet in size, and thoroughly 
equipped with steam power and all 
needed machinery for prosecution of 
the work undertaken. Of the $250,000 
for which the company was capitalized, 
the plant represents about $25,000. The 
company owns its own boats and fish- 
ing-gear makes its own cans, and 
turns out a product which it dor hot 
fear to put in competition with similar 
goods from any part of the world. 

It is pertinent to state here that the 
Atlantic Coast product in the line of 
sardines does not come into competi- 
tion with the San Pedro goods. The 
AUantic waters produce a sort of 
herring only, and these, packed in cot- 
tonseed oil, pass for American sardines. 
The fish taken from the Facific are 
identical with. the Mediterranean sar- 
dine, and being packed in pure imported 
olive oil, equal the very best foreign 
sardines with which they are put in 
competition. 

A foreign oil is used in this 
solely because California’s product in 
that line is yet so limited as to put its 
price quite out of reach. 

But canned sardines form only one of 
an increasing line of products pre- 
pared by the local company. . Salted 
maekerel have already been mentioned. 
These are sold in barrels, kits, etc.; as 
elsewhere. Beside these, the company 
packs cooked mackerel in tomato sauce, 
cans lobsters, and puts up mackerel | 
doused in pure spices. Except the salt 
mackerel the products are all put up 
in cans. 

_ The present capacity of the cannery 
is ten tons of fish per day, giving em- 
ployment to from fifty to sixty hands. 
Just at this time there is a scarcity of 
fish,-it not being the season of plenty 
of the desired sorts. In addition to its 
own catch the company buys what fish 
it can from all available sources, and as 
the business develops this feature will 
grow rapidly in importance. 

Exact details of canning fish belong, 
of course, to trade only. But the gen- 
eral treatment which reduces the live 
fish to a prepared table delicacy is 
another matter. The fish goes first to 
the cleaning tables, where the head and 
entrails are removed. In pleasant 
weather they are then dried in the 
open air, being placed upon screen 
trays for the purpose. When thorough- 
ly dry they are fried in—oil, and then 
put into cans and soldered up airtight. 
After this they are thoroughly cooked, 
the process also affording a test of the 
quality of packing. This treatment 
prepares the sardines for market. If 
the weather is unfavorable steam dry- 
ing takes the place of the open air.
